Under California’s new auto 
cense law, where there is doubt of ability on 
the part of the applicant, actual tests may be 
required before permission is granted to oper- 
ste a motor car. Reports from Sacramento 
are to the effect that of approximately 70¢ 
such applications being received daily, the 
state bureau of motor vehicles ‘has found it 
necessary to put about one-third to actual 


driving 1i- 


tests before granting permits.”

Tested Recipes | 

The following recipes for ae 
bread have been sent in by cor- 
respondents, and both sound good 
enough to eat. They are reprint- 
ed here for the benefit of those 
who think corn bread is better 
than any other kind, and for 
those who don’t, we give a few 
recipes of other varieties. 

Corn Cakes 

2 eggs, 1 teaspoon salt, 2 cups 
fresh green corn, butter (enough, 
when melted, to cover bottom of 
pan). : 

Cut corn from ears. Beat eggs 
light. Add to corn with the salt. 
Stir all together. Put butter into 
cold frying pan. When hot, drop 
corn mixture by spoonfuls into 
hot fat. Keep them far onough 
apart so you can turn them eas- 
ily. Fry until brown. Turn and 
brown on other side. 

They will be easier to fry if you 
add one tablespoon flour, but they 
will not be so good. 


Southern Corn-Bread 

1 pint corn meal, 1 pint butter- 
milk, 1 teaspoonful soda, 1 tea- 
spoonful salt, 1 egg. 

Put the milk in a bowl, add the 
salt and soda; stir and add some 
meal, beating it in and adding 
more until all is used. Break in 
the egg when the meal is well 
mixed in, and beat well. Have a 
frying-pan (iron) very hot and 
grease liberally; then pour in the 
batter and cook in a quick oven 
until brown and done. Turn out 
at once and serve hot. Iron muf- 
fin pans may be used. 


Corn Meal Gems 
One cup sour milk, one egg, 
one heaping tablespoonful sugar, 
one tablespoonful butter, pinch of 
salt, equal parts of corn meal and 
white flour to make a rather soft 
batter, and lastly, stir in a very 
small teaspoonful of soda dissolv- 
ed in a little of the milk. Bake 
at once in a hot oven. 
oh. 
Corn Bread 
One cup corn meal, two cups 
flour, one-half cup sugar, one-half 
cup melted butter, 
three teaspoons baking powder, 
one and one-half cups sweet milk. 
Bake in round pans. 


Soft Corn Bread 


Melt a piece of butter the size 
of_a walnut in a baking dish, one 
teacup golden corn meal, scalded 
with two cups boiling water, one 
teaspoonful of salt, two begten 
eggs, two cups sweet milk,/ last 
a heaping spoonful of baking pow- 
der. Pour into the baking dish 
and bake a little over half an 
hour. 


Queen Biscuits 

1 cupful bread flour, 2% table- 
spoonfuls shortening, % teaspoon- 
ful salt, milk, 2 egg-yolks, 2 tea- 
spoonfuls baking-powder, 1 table- 
spoonful sugar. 

Blend the dry ingredients thor- 
oughly with the fat. Beat egg- 
yolks in a measuring cup and 
add enough milk to make con- 
tents three-eights of a cupful. Add 
to the mixture, using a fork. Drop 
by spoonfuls on a greased pan 
and bake at 400 degrees Fahren- 
heit. This makes twelve small 
biscuits.

Batter Nuts 


Two well-beaten eggs, add one 
cupful sugar, one teaspoonful salt, 
one cup sweet milk, one cup seed- 
less raisins, the grated rind of 
one lemon, two teaspoonfuls bak- 
ing powder, flour enough to make 
a stiff batter about the consistency 
of pound cake. Take one tea- 
spoonful and drop into hot lard 
ag you do doughnuts, taking care 
not to have them too large. When 
done, roll in powdered sugar.

Four cups of flour; four tea- 
spoons (heaping) baking powder, 
one cup sugar.

It is probable, Sheriff Shay 
said, that the note refers to a 
young prisoner arrested in On- 
tario a month ago for Tennes- 
see officers after escaping from 
a jail in Union City, Tenn.

COUNTIES GET Bib 
SUMS FROM TAX 


State motor vehicle receipts for 
the first six months of 1925 to be 
proportioned among the 58 coun- 
ties of California amounted to 
$2,728,158.52. This was shown to- 
day when Will H. Marsh, chief of 
the division of motor vehicles, 
apportioned the receipts to the 
counties. 

From the total of $2,728,158.52 
is deducted the sums of $171,187.06 
and $205,149.49 representing, Tre- 
spectively, the amount paid for 
traffic officers’ salaries during the 
first six months and the amount 
withheld for payment of their sal- 
aries during the last six months 
of the year. This leaves a net ap- 
portionment of $2,351,821.97. 

The net apportionment is to be 
used exclusively for the repair 
and the maintenance of highways. 
A like sum for similar purposes 
has been apportioned to the state 
highway commission. 

The largest single sum appor- 
tioned, $1,082,175.44, was made to 
Los Angeles county, San Francisco 
receiving $212,460.36, the second 
largest amount.

It is a season of 
sheer materials, many of the 
smartest frocks being mere wisps 
of chiffon or Georgette, and oc- 
cupying no more space than the 
heavy chiffon veil—of early motor- 
ing days—demanded, Even the 
silks are light of weight and ex- 
tremely conserving of space.

The 
principal items in this deduc- 
tion are the bond sales of the 
highway commission, amount- 
ing to almost $9,000,000; the 
{transactions of the Veterans 
Welfare Board and the Work- 
men’s Compensation Board, 
Which are really revolving 
fund transactions and amount 
to considerably over $10,000,- 
000; and some miscellaneous 
transactions which do not en- 
ter into the actual cost of gov- 
ernment. This deduction leav- 
es the sum of $73,796,620.91, 
as the actual amount spent 
during the 76th fiscal year to 
earry on the government of the 
state. 

This includes that portion 
of the money disbursed to 
counties pursuant to the terms 
of the gasoline tax and the 
motor vehicle tax. The coun- 
ties act as agents of the state 
in the expenditure of this mon- 
ey and it therefore is charged 
as a cost of state government. 

This is the second tabulation 
of state expenses that has been 
made from the new general 
fund control ledger openec 
two years ago for the purpose

Since that timé bills incurred 
during that fiseal year, but not 
yet collected, reached this of- 
fice,.tothe amount of $1,963,- 
868.85 which are included in 
the column headed ‘‘Previous 
Year,’”? and which added to 
this above amount, make the 
total cost of government for 
tha year $63,784,350.87. In 
reaching the figure of $73,796,- 
620.91 as the cost of govern- 
ment for the year just closed, 
it has been assumed that the 
same amount of bills are out- 
standing and this amount has 
been added to the actual’ fig- 
ure of -$71,382,7652.06, which 
is shown by the balance of the 
general fund control ledger as 
of June 30, 1925. 

Of course a portion of this 
inerease of slightly over $10,- 
000,000 will be accounted for 
by the legislative session of 
1925, there having been no ses- 
sion in 1924. The cost of the 
session was $357,059.53, which 
accounts for but a small por- 
tion of the increase, and an 
exact tabulation showing 
where the increase occurred 
will soon be issued. 

The present rate of appro- 
priations appear to be fairly 
constant in their increases and 
it is probable that $10,000,000 
yearly is becoming the annual 
increase for state expendi- 
tures.

The proposed plan as con- 
sidered by Claremont, Pomona, 
La Verne and San Dimas 
would place a viaduct at the 
tower just west of Claremont 
under the Santa Fe and Pa- 
cific Electrie crossing at a 
cost of $150,000, the four cit- 
ies forming an assessment dis- 
trict to meet the expense. The 
route would then run directly 
into La Verne and then thru 
San Dimas. 

If this plan is not carried out 
another route will be from 
Cucamonga avenue, Claremont, 
to Orange Grove avenue, along 
that avenue to Gary, across 
Gary and continuing along Or- 
ange Grove just south of Ga- 
nesha Park to the Holt avenue 
extension, in the San Jose Hills. 
The route would then follow 
Arroyo avenue or Puente ave- 
nue and Pacifie avenue just 
south of Covina and through 
West Covina. :

Reading, writing and. arithmetic, 
history, civics—these subjects that 
were good enough for father are 
deemed good enough for today, as 
a basis of study, at least. The 


in all schools of the state by the 
elementary education law passed 
at the last session of the legis- 
lature. 

This law restores the “three 
R’s” to. their former place of im- 
portance, but is not designed so 
much to eliminate the newer sub- 
jects as to subordinate them in 
their rightful place, according® to 
school officials. Since the World 
War, it has been comparatively 
simple for a group which places 
emphasis upon the teaching of a 
certain minor study to go before 
the legislature and get that study 
a place in the curriculum, One 
group might feel that the coun- 
try would be safe if the pupils 
were taught the constitution; an- 
other that what the country needs 
is thrift; and still another might 
see bookkeeping or manual train- 
ing as all important, educators 
said. 

Number of Studies is Slashed 

But now the reaction has come 
and the course of study in Cali- 
fornia is reduced from 27 to 12 
subjects, with a maximum of three 
others to be added by any city or 
county. ‘They were reading, writ- 
ing, spelling, language, arithmetic, 
geography, history of the United 
States and California, civics, in- | 
cluding the study of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, music, 
art. training for healthful living 
and morals and manners. —

WN TELEPHONES 


There are nearly twice as many 
telephones in the United States 
as in all the rest of the world 
put together. Out of a total of 
24,576,121 telephones in use thru- 
out the world on January 1. 1924, 
there were 15,369,454, or 63 per 
cent, in the United States of Amer- 
ica. Europe had 6,390,765 tele- 
»shones on that date, or 26 per 
‘ent of the world’s total. The re- 
maining 2,815,902 telephones, com- 
mising 11 per cent of the whole, 
were scattered thruout Africa, 
Asia, Oceania and the Western 
4emisphere Outside of the United 
States. 

While we had in this country 
one telephone for every seven peo- 
ple, in all other countries combin+ 
ed there was but one telephone 
for every 185 inhabitants. ‘The 
telephone systems of the world 
showed a net growth of 1,517,291 
telephones during 1923. Of these, 
$73,601, or well over half, were 
added to the telephone systems of 
the United States.
